OUR POLICE HALL OF FAME

CHIEF MELVILLE N. HOOK

EVERY summer many residents of Has- 
brouck Heights, New jersey, leave their 
homes for a few weeks. Usually they notify 
Chief of Police Melville N. Hook so that their 
homes can be checked regularly during their 
absence. In instances where there are bonds or 
jewels of considerable value, Chief Hook ad- 
vises people to store their valuables in his vault 
or in a bank. One man failed to heed Chief 
Hook's advice, and this led to one of the long- 
est "chases" on the Hasbrouck record. 

"A while ago" Chief Hook relates, "one of 
our leading citizens went away for a month and 
neglected to lock up his valuables. In the course 
of a routine check of unoccupied homes, one 
of my men found that the lock on the back door 
of this house had been picked. Over $40,000 in 
jewelry, bonds and other valuables were missing! 
There were no marks of any kind to indicate who 
the burglar might be, and, frankly, 1 was at a 
loss as to how to proceed. Hasbrouck Heights 
is a fairly law-abiding town, and our crime rate 
is an exceptionally low one. Yet it looked as if 
the job had been done by someone familiar with 
the townspeople." 

After carefully going through the house, 
Chief Hook decided to find out if anyone had 
left town immediately after the crime. "I checked 
around, and after a few days I learned that two 
men of questionable reputation had left for 
Ohio the day after the crime was committed. 
The itory was that they had gone CO see the 




mother of one of them in 'Ohio. Somehow, 
though, this- didn't ring quite true to me. This 
man hadn't seen his mother in ten years, and it 
seemed a little suspicious that he had left imme- 
diately following the crime to. visit her." 

"I then contacted the Ohio police and had 
them check on the two men from Hasbrouck 
Heights. They were" most cooperative, and wired 
me that the men had been seen last in a Dayton 
bus terminal. It was believed that they had taken 
a bus to Dallas, Texas, i then wired Dallas and 
Had their police meet the bus. As the two men 
got offT they were searched, A few of the missing 
bonds were found on them. Once extradition 
was accomplished, . my work really started, 
frankly, the catching of criminals is only one 
phase of my job. In order to complete this case^ 
I wanted to recover as much of the stolen prop- ■ 
erry as possible." ' 

Chief Hook spent the next few weeks touring 
the pawn shops of Dayton and other commu- 
nities in that vicinity. He then followed the bus 
route to Dallas, checking pawn shops all the way. 
Due to his perseverance, more than rhirty thou- 
sand dollars of the missing valuables were 
recovered. 

Chief of Police Melville Hook is one of those 
few lucky people who reach the height of their 
childhood ambitions. "As a. child, I always 
wanted to be a police officer. When there was an 
opening on the force in 1924, 1 applied for the 
job— and got it." Chief Hook's success was ap- 
parent from the start, and within five years he 
was made Chief of Police. 

"From the first day I was Chief , T made - up 
my mind that I was going to operate the force ; . 
on a friendly basis. Hasbrouck Heights is- a 
small enough community for me to know every;- . 
one, and I wanted everyone to like me." Chief 
Hook believes that by talking in a friendly but. 
firm manner, many unfortunate situations can 
be relieved, _... ,^\ 

"With any youthful offenders, I always fol- 
low the same pattern. For the first offense, I sit 
down with the judge and child and discuss hii 
problem. If this is not successful and there is a 
second offense, I bring the child's parents in on 
our discussions. There has rarely been a third 
offense." ..... i

Chief Hook believes (hat hy rmtdrng pub- 



licity in cases dealing with local people, results 
are far better. "No One likes to see his name is 
the paper connected with an offense. People will 
cooperate more readily if they are assured "that 
no one else will know about the offense. A few 
years ago, I began an experiment that has turned 
out to be both, practical and effective. For many 
offenses, arrests used to be made by a police 
officer going to the home of the offender and 
bringing him down to the station. I decided one 
day to make my arrests over the phone. I knew 
this would Save many people a great deal of em- 
barrassment and discomfort. Everybody thought 
this was a crack'pot scheme, but the results have 
been marvelous. Today most of the arrests for 
minor violations are made over the phone, and 
1 have had only a few cases where the offender 
didn\give me his wholehearted cooperation. 

P A. police officer-in a smaller community has 
his owft?wa)r,,of working. We are not only law 
enforcement officers and protectors, but we are 
also friends and companions to every citizen. I 
have always insisted that the first rule for : % 
good police officer be courtesy. In no other job 
does a man haye as much contact with the public 
Arid rarely does he have so many fears to over* 
come. I have been fighting a battle, started 25» 
years ago, to overcome the old-fashioned bogey- 
man police theory used by many mothers. It has 
taken a long time, but, today, I can safely say 
the police of Hasbrouck Heights have become 
the friends of the people." 

Chief. Hook feels that the high calibre of men 
who go into.police work, plus the type of train- 
ing they receive,has helped to improve the police 
force tremendously. "When I first entered the 
-;fprce, there was no formal police training. I 
-learned /from experience. And although experi- 
ence is, a wonderful teacher, it's not enough for 
\% police officer. Specialized training is necessary* 
and today, all of the men on my force are con- 
stantly taking courses given by the state, the 
county, and the F.B.I. The three C's of police 
work— Courage, Courtesy, and Common Sense— 
can't be acquired through training, but they can 
be developed by education." 

Chief Melville 'N. Hook has always lived his 
life according to this philosophy. As a result, 
each resident of Hasbrouck Heights considers 
him not only a police officer but also a close 
friend* / r
